"They're de- 
veloping their water and we 
aren't, so they're not going to 
sign any compact." 

Wetherell, who said he favors 
Smylio's proposal If It Is tech- 
nically feasible, sold the asso- 
ciation hod taken "the word "of 
one attorney as against thou- 
sands of others." 

"And he's employed by Uib 
Idaho Power company, and has 
been for many years," laid 
Wetherell.
